Wise County FSA 
Payments Toted 
$82,159.40 Iii Year 


The more than 30,009 farm 
families in Oklahoma and the 
eastern portion of Texas borrow- 
ing money from the Farm Se­ 
curity Administration repaid the 
government two-thirds more than 
they borrowed last fiscal year, 
according to a report made in 
Dallas this week by E. Lee Oz- 
birn, 
regional 
director. 
Loans 
amounted to $12,451,250, while 
collections hit $20,524,614. 
Loans in Wise County amount­ 
ed to $70,499, while borrowers 
repaid $82,159.40 during the year. 
In 
releasing the figures 
to 
the press the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture official said he 
considered it as “making a finan­ 
cial report to the taxpayers of 
Texas and Oklahoma and the en­ 
tire nation whom we of FSA look 
upon as our board of directors 
and thus entitled to a true pic­ 
ture of our activities.” 
In a breakdown by states the 
report shows Texas farmers bor­ 
rowed $6,470,841 and repaid $11,- 
324,447. 
Oklahomans 
borrowed 
$5,980,409 and repaid the agency 
$9,200,166. At present some 30,- 
000 loans are outstanding, with 
repayments at 92.2 per cent of 
maturities. 
“The 
remarkable 
repayment 
record chalked up by these small 
farmers not only reflects favor­ 
able prices received 
for 
their 
products but is a tribute to their 
increased efficiency and improved 
managerial ability,” the FSA of­ 
ficial declared. 
Cumulative figures show that 
since the agency was established 
in 1935 it has assisted nearly one 
out of everyr five farm families 
in these two states, f or a total of 
approximately 145,000 loans. Dur­ 
ing these ten years it has ad­ 
vanced farmers a total of $158,- 
073,892 and collected $94,437,200 
in principal and $13,520,635 in 
interest, for a total collection of 
$107,957,835. 
The FSA program involves fi­ 
nancial loans plus technical agri­ 
cultural assistance in sound farm 
and home practices. FSA loans

Rural re­ 
habilitation or operating 
loans 
are made for purchase of live­ 
stock, equipment, and minor con­ 
struction. 
These loans are re­ 
payable over a period of up to 
five years, at 5 per cent interest. 
Farm ownership loans are made 
to a limited number of farm fam­ 
ilies 
in 
each county to assist 
them in becoming landowners. 
These loans may run to 40 years, 
at 3 per cent interest. 
Water 
facilities loans, repayable over a 
period of 20 years at 3 per cent 
interest, are made to finance in­ 
stallation of adequate farmstead 
water facilities. 


Approximately 
5,300 
former 
tenants and sharecroppers have 
become landowners through farm 
ownership loans made under pro­ 
visions of the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act in these states. 
Of these, 468 have repaid their 
loans in full, 30 to 35 years ahead 
of schedule, and according to the 
report 855 others made repay­ 
ments last year in
